FLOWER BOXES FOR MOTHER, 


Nothing would please mother better 
at this time of the year, I know, than 
Seyeral homemade boxes for ber -win- 
dow or porch garden, 

The flower box shown in Pig. 1 

| breaks away from the straight Lines 
of the grocery-box type, and is of a 
pleasing design for a window-sill, or. 
for a porch balustrade, The most 
particular portion of the construction 
is the preparation. of the ends {A, Ng, 
2). In ldying out one of these places, 
first draw & cénter-line across the 
board it is to be cut out of, then each 
side: of this line measure off the dis- 
tances giyen, -and connect the pointa 
with straight lines. Be careful to get 
both sides of the center alike, also 
both 8nd pieces alike. The box sides 
(B, Fig, 2) should be cut seven inches 
wide by whatever length you want to 
have the box. Mark off upon the ond 
Pieces the positions for the sides, lo- 
cating them as shown in Fig. 2, then 
all with finishing-nalls, ‘The bottom 
board (C, Fig. 2) fits between the 
sides, and must have {ts edges planed 


or sawed off on a bevel of the sama 
pitch as that of the. box sides. Natl 
through the sides into the bottom 
board, 

After you have built the box, set 
the nall-heads and putty oll nail holes 
and. joints, Tha modern way of fin 
{shing boxes fs with a green or brown 
stain, but if you have oll paint at 
hand, a couple of coats of green, 
brown. or white will do,
